privately for some time, but it was not
kuown generally until it was publicly an
pounced. Mr. Bayre is vue of the best-
kuown railroad engineers in the Uuited
States. His managemert of the Lehigh
Valley has not only be: .. successful, but
brilliaut. To ‘he great wurk of building,
equipping and extending tho road, he has
given the msjor portion of his life. When
he entered the service of the company
thirty years ago, he was twenty.-eight
years old. He now retires famous in
America and Earope, with the best wishes
of the managemeont of the compawny, who
bave regarded his services as invaluable.
Mr. Sayre still retains his position as a di-
rector, and will rewain in charge of the
road for some wecks. It may be said that
the relations of the mavagement and Mr,
Sayre are very friendly aud will econtinue
to be so.

Mr. Sayre, thirly years ago wasa young
engineer living in Mauch Chunk. ile had
been counected with thoe Lehigh eoal and
pavigation compavy and was well known
to Judge P’acker, who had watched him
from boyhood. The charter of the Lehigh |
Valley company was in 1849, but capital-
ists were slow to take hold of the enter-
prise, the old notion that a railroad could
not compete with the canals in carrying
heavy freight had not been dispolled.
When the lines of the now road were to be
located Judge P’acker sent young Sayre
out to do tho work, and in 1852 he supcr-
intended the construction of a mile or so
of the road, east of Allentown, which was
necessary to keep the charter from expir-
ing. When Judge Packer dctermined to
build the road himself Mr. Sayre became
regularly attached to the engineer corps,
aml was soon at its head. He locatod the
line, procured the right of way, lvuked
aftor the coustruction, aud at first as the
road was built managed avd raa it. In the
office of William C. Norris, jr., the cashier
of the road in Mauch Chunk, there is hung
in a frame the time-table in Mr. Sayre’s
handwriting of the fit passenger train
which made one trip daily each way be-
tween Easton and Mauch Chunk, & dis
tanco of forty six miles. For some years
this was the entire length of ihe road, the
parent stem of the great Lehigh Valley
system, which extends from New York to
Lake Ontario, tapping all the great an-
thracite coal regions. Intho work of ex-
tension and acquisition sovn adopted by
Judge Packer, Mr. Sayre was a valuable
counselor. Itis safe to say that Judge
P’acker never undertook any enterprise for
himself or the Lehigh Valley road about
which he did not consult Mr. Sayre. The
two men beecame the warmest personal
friends. When the jndge died he left Mr.
Sayre a legacy and made him ove of the
cxccutors and trustees of his great «s'ate,
ile will probable be suceceded by 1L
Stanloy Goodwin, who for mauny ycars
has been the assistant general superinten.
dent of tho company. The postal en.
gineer will probably bo filled by A. W,
Steedman, Mr, Sayre’s assistaut, who has
becn under his eye for many years, and
who, like his chief, was a Mauch Chuvk
boy when Le first entered the se:vice of
the company.

Itis an open secret that Mr. Sayro
retives Loaccept tho position of the presi
deut of the South ’ennsylvania railroad,
the new road between Ilarrisburg and
Pittsbargh. If this is true, it means that
Mr. Vanderbilt intends to push this work
to completion rapidly and energetically,
and that before many months tho Penn-
sylvania will havo a competitor for busi
ness on its main line. As surveyed the
pew line runs almost parallel with the
Pennsylvania, and thirty to forty miles
south of it. Deginning at a point opposite
Rockville o the Susquebanpa 2 few
miles above Harrisbary, the South Penn-
sylvania runs through Perry county in a
southwest diroction, and just touching the
corner of Juniata enters Huntingdon. The
course then chauges to mnearly west to
Bedford and Somerset. Thoe road then
runs northwest through Westmoreland
county to Osceola, a little town in Alle-
gheny county, whero conuection ix made
into P’ittshurgh with a road already built.
The line taps the bituminous coal tields of
Huntingdon and Bedford, #nd it will give
Mr., Vanderbilt an entirely new and com-
petitive route to Pittsburgh from Phila-
delphia if he retains control of Reading.

LIEUT,. DANENHUWER'S STORY.

The Amusementis of the Men While In the
lce Pack—TheScientific Ubservations,

In the Jeannette board of inquiry Licut.
Danenhower said that judging from the
experience of whale ships and that of the
Jeannette herself the cLances of getling
free after once being besct in the ice,
such as is found off Wrangel Land, are
very slight. Thereportof Capt. llooper
to the secretary of the treasury, of the
aruniso of tho Uniled Btates revenuo
steamer Corwin during 1380 and 1881,
witness thought was good authority on
this point. Wilness was asked, ** Do you
know of anything in the management of
the Jeanoette which Subsequent experi-
ence proved prejudicial ami which could
have becn avoided ?”’
It is a question of judgzment,” he re-
plied, *“ which is called for by tho court,
and when I embarked on the expedition I
was to abido by the judgment of the com-
mander, and I do not wish to oppuse my
judgment to that of the commander or
ﬂl.bﬂ’l"l unless it is absolutely roquired of
me.
Lieut. Danenhower said that during
their imprisonment in the ice pack each
person was provided with a rifle and hunt-
ing was encouraged, foot ball aud foot
races were often indulged in, and frequent
short exercises were made with the dog
teams. Musical and dramatic entertain-
ments were also gotten up and eards and
other games were also supplied to the men.
In regard to the provisions he said a con
sidorable quantity of the canned poods
turned out badly. A large invoice of
canned beef, marked with Erie Co.'s;
